world. Europe was again 
in a state of war. Today America 
is breathless with interest—in what 
is happening in Europe, and in 
what may come both here and 
abroad. The emergency has brought about 
drastic changes in reading interests. Dusty 
atlases have been brought out and diction- 
aries consulted for the pronunciation of 
heretofore unfamiliar terms. An up-to-date 
encyclopedia has become a necessity in every 
school, home, and library—in fact, in every 
center where information is sought. 


Like many another owner of a recent 
edition of Compton's, I immediately put 
the encyclopedia to the supreme test in my 
efforts to turn the swirl of events into a 
coherent and understandable pattern. My 
curiosity was first directed toward the clos- 
est sources of information. How is a short- 
wave radio broadcast sent directly where 
wanted? The best answer was given in a 
half-page of diagrams with explanatory 
text in the newly revised Compton article on 
Radio. The next puzzle—how can pictures 
be telegraphed—was likewise answered 
through pictures and text in ‘Television 
and Telephotography.’’ Then I turned to 
the revised article on Newspapers to refresh 
my mind as to the method of carrying on 
Associated Press Service, syndicated news

columns, and other features which 
help to make us so amazingly news 
conscious. 

The article on the World War 
was almost startling in view of 
recent events, for it closes the 
World War period with the re- 

occupation of the Rhineland in 1936! 
Articles on Europe, Germany, England, 
Poland, etc., relate in clarifying sequence 
the story of Europe's rearmament, the 
breaking of treaties and the making of new 
pacts, the development of dictatorships, 
and all the other incidents which, pieced 
together, now spell tragedy. 

Aware that the greatest demand in Chi- 
cago libraries for the week was for material 
on neutrality, I read next ‘Neutrality 
Policy of the United States,” an article 
originally written by Dr. Frederic L. Pax- 
son and recently revised to date. And just 
to see what legal and economic snags might 
complicate our problem of keeping the 
United States out of war, I reviewed (rather 
sleepily I admit) the recently revised arti- 
cles on International Law and International 
Trade. 

War in Europe may not leave us much to 
be thankful for, but at least we can give 
our young people unbiased sources of in- 
formation. If the boys and girls of Europe 
had been given the same opportunity to 
know the facts, and to make up their own 
minds, who knows—perhaps Europe mig): 
not be at war.

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Library Materials of Interest to Trade- Unions

Unions in American Life 


LL phases of American life indicate the growing importance of trade-unions. In 

the economic sphere, union policies bear materially on cost of production, price, 

and trade practice, which in turn affect us as do other major business and industrial 
factors. Politically, unions act as a pressure group in much the same way as farmers, 
business organizations, and the church. Culturally, trade-union members are seeking self- 
expression just as other persons. They attend schools, sing, dance, have picnics and summer 
camps. The play “Pins and Needles,” produced by the International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union, has had marked and continued success on Broadway and throughout the 
country. In a broad social sense the trade-union is becoming the way of life for a large 
segment of our population. 

As librarians will readily realize, a cross-section of American life reveals many groups 
whose purpose and interest indicate a wide range of human activity. It is not new that the 
aims of some of these groups do not agree with those of others. The interest of free educa- 
tional institutions, the library among them, has long been to purposely reflect these differ- 
ences of opinion. Such is the democratic process. 

It is not the intention of this article to discuss any of the controversial issues arising from 
the union movement, but to point out that trade-unions and their members are a definite 
part of the library public and may reasonably expect to have their wants supplied. It occurs 
to the writer that to simply make available materials to satisfy these needs is not enough. 
If the library is active in the community and is looking for areas of development, the 
trade-union and its people offer a fertile opportunity for adult education. In return the 
union movement is in a position to give, and already has given, considerable political 
support to the public library. 

There is a great interest in the training and education not only of leaders but also of the 
membership at large. The problems before them are divided roughly into two groups: 
1. The place of the individual in his or her union, the union’s position in a par- 
ticular industry, and its policy in the field of national and local affairs in such 
matters as social security, housing, technological displacement, recreation, foreign 

affairs, and elections. 


2. The everyday problems of getting a job, personal adjustment, maintaining a 
home, getting the best value for one’s money, and keeping generally informed. 
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In short, the trade-union member has the same everyday problems to solve that 
other library patrons have. This phase will receive only incidental attention here, 
however. 

Readability is an important factor in the selection of materials for union members. They 
are interested in adult subjects but are handicapped by lack of special vocabulary. Conse- 
quently books and pamphlets that are free from technical words and phrases are very 
desirable. The size of many of the larger and more comprehensive works in the field is 
also a deterring factor. Fortunately there are many good but inexpensive pamphlets avail- 
able which satisfy many of the needs. 

With the foregoing as a statement of the position of trade-unions in the library’s sphere 
of responsibility, and general factors to be used as a basis for choice of material, we shall 
proceed with the descriptive bibliography. 


Development of Trade-Unions in the United States 


The backbone of any collection on labor is John R. Common’s and others History of 
labour in the United States (Macmillan, 1918-35. 4v. $16.50), which is a most comprehen- 
sive historical treatment and brings the subject up to 1932. Other useful and shorter books 
are Selig Perlman’s A History of Trade Unionism in the United States (1922. Macmillan, 
$2.25), and Marjorie Clark’s The Labor Movement in America (1938. Norton, $2). The 
best account of the rise of the A. F. of L. is Lewis L. Lorwin’s The American Federation 
of Labor (1933. Brookings Institution, $2.75), while Edward Levinson’s Labor on the 
March (1938. Harper, $3) serves the same function for the Committee of Industrial Organ- 
izations. Good recent studies on union advancement are Robert R. R. Brooks, When Labor 
Organizes (1937. Yale, $3) and his Unions of Their Own Choosing (1939. Yale, $3) 
which discusses the place of the National Labor Relations Board in the labor scene. Herbert 
Harris’ American Labor (1939. Yale, $3.75) is a general history, but it includes an account 
of the beginnings and growth of seven particular unions, and is probably the best of this 
year’s titles in the field. 

Among the histories of particular unions are: Charles E. Zaretz’ The Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers of America (1934. Ancon, $2) and Lewis Levine’s The Women's 
Garment Workers (1924. Viking, $5) which is an account and history of the International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union. 


Trade-Unions in Theory and Practice 


There is not a great deal of material on the purpose of trade-unions, their organization, 
and methods. Much of that which is available is in pamphlet form. From the viewpoint 
of general reference work as well as that of labor Leane Zugsmith’s L Is for Labor, a 
Glossary of Labor Terms (1938. League of Women Shoppers, N. Y., 5c) is a useful little 
tool containing descriptions of labor terms, many of which are not found in the standard 
dictionaries. The Labor Fact Book, prepared by the Labor Research Association (4v. 1931- 
1938, International Publishers, $2 each), is also of use in general reference as well as in this 
special field. Issued about every two years, it gives a somewhat partisan picture of the 
general economic and political situation—labor and political movements, legislation, labor 
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and social conditions, status of civil rights, trends in union development and the position of 
labor abroad—from the viewpoint of the union member. 

Although somewhat out-of-date, especially in respect to C.1.O. activity, The Handbook 
of American Trade Unions, 1936, edited by Estelle M. Stewart (U. S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, Bul. no.618, Gov’t Print. Off., 30c) is very useful. It gives the changes and 
developments in the labor world since 1929, and specific information regarding the objects, 
territorial jurisdiction, trade jurisdiction, government, qualifications for membership, 
apprenticeship regulations, method of negotiating agreements, benefits, official organ, head- 
quarters, extent and distribution, and membership of 156 unions. 

Elsie Gliick’s Introduction to American Trade Unionism (1937. Affiliated Schools for 
Workers, N. Y., 35c) is written particularly for union members and gives a comprehensive 
and brief account of union experience in this country with special reference to the coal, 
clothing, and textile industries. The Handbook of Trade Union Methods, prepared by the 
Educational Department of the International Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union (1937. 
N. Y., 25c) is a manual of instruction concerning procedure in organizing, conduct of 
strikes, negotiations, the keeping of records, and publicity. A pamphlet prepared by the 
Steel Workers’ Organizing Committee, titled Handling Grievances (S.W.O.C., Pittsburgh, 
25c) is especially useful. It gives in a matter-of-fact way the mechanics of taking care 
of complaints and differences between workers, foremen, and management. The S.W.O.C. 
has published another booklet called Production Problems (25c) which outlines practical 
methods by which union members can aid in reducing cost of production and increasing 
output through elimination of waste and planning with management. 


Of interest to both the labor and management side of the industrial equation is the 
Primer of Labor Relations (1938. Bureau of National Affairs, Inc., Washington, D. C.) 
which is a guide to employer-employee conduct based on the National Labor Relations Act 
and its interpretation by the National Labor Relations Board. A. E. Ward and C. R. 
Sweetingham, Trade Union Accounting and Financial Administration (1937. Pitman, 
N. Y., $1) is concerned with the practice of British unions, but is valuable as there is little 
published general material available, each international union having its own forms and 
instructions for accounting procedure. 

Unions themselves admit a need for material on parliamentary procedure, and some of 
the organizations have drawn up their own sets of rules which supplement the regular 
library collection. Some of these are: Paul Blanshard’s How to Run a Union Meeting 
(1937. Workers Education Bureau Press, Inc., N.Y., 25c), Union Rules of Order (Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers of America, N.Y., 20c), and August Claessens’ 4 B C of 
Parliamentary Law (1936. Rand Book Store, 25c). 

A textbook in nature, Carroll R. Daugherty’s Labor Problems in American Industry 
(4th ed. 1938. Houghton, $3.50) is one of the most comprehensive discussions of the sub- 
ject, treating its various phases fully and in relation to historical, legal, technological, eco- 
nomic, and psychological factors. In this respect Norman J. Ware’s Labor in Industrial 
Society (1935. Heath, $3.48) is also of note. Elliott D. Smith’s Technology and Labor; a 
Study of the Human Problems of Labor Saving (1939. Yale, $2.50) is a much needed 
presentation of the aspects of technological displacement, a vital subject to labor. 

The publications of the National Labor Relations Board (Washington, D. C.) are very

important and often used. Two of them are: David J. Saposs’ Effective Collective Bargain- 
ing; Outline and Bibliography (1938. mimeographed) and Data on Administrative Prob- 
lems of the National Labor Relations Board (1939. mimeographed). 


Serial Publications 


There are many periodicals whose contents are of general interest to the trade-union 
member. Of greatest general use to libraries are the following, issued by the U. S. 
Department of Labor: Labor Standards, which devotes a page to a descriptive bibliography 
of studies and reports of interest to labor; Labor Information Bulletin, the Bulletin of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, and the Monthly Labor Review, the most important of the three. 
The latter carries a section of book reviews. 

Of the publications of the International Labor Office, the Official Bulletin, Industrial and 
Labor Information, and International Labor Review are of most use, but there would 
probably be little demand for them in small libraries. In addition to the publications of the 
U. S. Department of Labor, and the International Labor Office, librarians should not over- 
look the material emanating from the Bureau of Labor in their own state such as those 
of the Department of Labor and Industry in Pennsylvania and the Industrial Bulletin of 
the state of New York. 

The American Labor Legislation Review, the organ of the American Association for 
Labor Legislation, is broad in scope. It canvasses the areas where legislation is needed and 
urges action through its various articles. This publication has book reviews. 

Of particular interest to trade-union members are the publications of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, the Committee of Industrial Organizations and their affiliates. Among these 
are the American Federationist, the official magazine of the A. F. of L. It publishes general 
articles on the status of labor as well as on subjects in the social fields of interest to trade- 
union members. It is well printed, of good format, and many of the contributors are widely 
known. It has a section of book reviews. 

Both labor groups have their weekly newspaper, that of the A. F. of L. being its Weekly 
News-Service, and that of the C.I.O. being the C.1.0. News. Both report news of develop- 
ments in their respective organizations. Examples of the news publications of various 
individual unions are: Steel Labor of the Steel Workers’ Organizing Committee, The 
United Automobile Worker, the United Mine Workers’ Journal, the Advance of the Amal 
gamated Clothing Workers, Justice of the International Ladies’ Garment Workers, and the 
Machinists’ Monthly Journal of the International Association of Machinists. Some of the 
bulletins of the so-called white collar unions are the Federal Employee of the National Fed- 
eration of Federal Employees, and the American Teacher, of the American Federation of 
Teachers. 

The U. S. Department of Labor publishes a List of American Trade Union Journals and 
Labor Papers Currently Received by the Department of Labor Library which includes some 
130 organs of specific unions, and about 170 labor papers arranged by state and city, issued 
by trade-union councils of cities, districts, or states. This bibliography will be of great help 
to the librarian who is considering the addition of labor publications of interest to his own 
community, for it gives the sponsoring body, place, and period of issue. 
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It should be understood by librarians that membership in a union usually includes the 
publication of that body. Hence, very few members would come to the library to read the 
journal of their own union. The chief use of such periodicals would be a general use by the 
industry, and the furnishing of local information about the trade and its personnel. 

The Consumer’s Union Reports are of interest to the labor world not only from the con- 
sumer point of view but also because they give supplementary labor reports on the com- 
panies manufacturing the goods tested and reported. 


Current Pamphlets of General Interest 


The recent recurrence of demand for information in brief form has brought to light a great 
niany pamphlets in good format and with reasonably good vocabulary of interest to trade- 
union members. Many of these are regular library material and found in most small public 
libraries. The Headline Books of the Foreign Policy Association are among the best exam- 
ples of this type; the Public Affairs Pamphlets prepared by the Public Affairs Committee, 
Inc. are of use because of wide subject appeal and readability. There are also the Town 
/Jall pamphlets reproducing the Town Hall broadcasts in print and published by Columbia 
Univ. Press, the University of Chicago Round Table discussions (Univ. of Chic. Press), the 
Story Behind the Headlines bulletins (Columbia Univ. Press), and the regular issues of 
Propaganda Analysis issued by the Institute for Propaganda Analysis. 

The League for Industrial Democracy issues regularly its Industrial Democracy; Period: 
cal Studies in Economics and Politics. Each number is a study of a particular problem; 
there are also book reviews. Other agencies publishing material of direct appeal to trade- 
unionists are the American Civil Liberties Union, Workers Education Bureau of America, 
the Rand School, Affiliated Schools for Workers, and the Industrial Relations Section, 
Princeton University. 


Bibliography 


In addition to bibliographies in books, there are some helpful lists of references on vari- 
ous aspects of labor and trade-unions. The best from a public library standpoint is Helen 
Baker’s compilation A Trade Union Library; Selected Book List and Sources of Current 
Information for the Trade Union Executive (Rev. ed. 1938. Princeton Univ., Industrial 
Relations Section, 25c). This is a classified and annotated list giving full bibliographical 
information. Two other bibliographies are: A Basic List of Books and Pamphlets for a 
Labor School Library (1939. Commonwealth College Library, Mena, Arkansas, which is 
classified but not annotated, and an Annotated List of Pamphlet Material for Workers’ 
Classes compiled by Orlie Pell and Jean Carter (1938. Affiliated Schools for Workers, Inc., 
N.Y., 20c) which is both classified and annotated. 

Of special interest is Jean Carter’s Annotated Lists of Labor Plays (1938. Affiliated 
Schools for Workers, Inc., N.Y., 15¢) and Eleanor Copenhave Anderson’s List of Novels 
and Stories About Workers (1938. Womans press). The Division of Bibliography of the 
Library of Congress has issued A Bibliography of Bibliographies of Trade Unions (Author, 
1937), which would be of great use in libraries where there is considerable demand for 
trade-union material.
